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Species, whereby they are diſtinguiſb d one from another z3\ _ 
ſo it is not ſufficient a Writer to mark only the common 
Appearances of any Diſeaſe : For tho the ſame Variety bes 
not happen to all Diſeaſes, yet very many that are treated © 
of by Ambers under the ſame Title without any diſtinctionm 
of Species, are very unlike, as I hope to make appear Plamiy 
in the following Pages. And when they are diſtributed into 
Species, it is moſt commonly done 0 ſerve an Hypobeſis 
built upon the true Phænomena; and fo ſuch a Diſcrimina-' 
tion is not ſo much accommodated to the Nature of the Diſ- 
eaſe, as to the Humour of the Author, and bis Theory 
Philoſophizing.

— 4 Chronick Diſeaſe, he may deſervedly be call 
Phyſician, that has ſuch a Medicine as is able to deftroy 
the Species of, the Diſeaſe ; not he who only introduces from 
the firſt or ſecond Quality fome new one in the room of the 
former, which may indeed be done, ant the Species not er- 
ringniſh'd. For inſtance, He that is afflifted with the Gout, * 
may be heated or cooled, and yet the Gout may be as violent 
as ever; for Specifick Diſeaſes are not more immediately 
cured by that Method, wherewith only different Qualities 
are introduced, than a Fire is extinguiſhed by a Sword :

For inſtance, Mercury, and the Roots of Sarla 
are commonly accounted Specificks in the French Pon; ani 
yet they ought not to be counted proper and immediate Spect 
ficks,/ unleſs it can be proved by ſufficient Arguments, that 
Mercury without . Salivation, and Sarſa without Sweat, 
have perform'd the Buſineſs : for in the ſame manner other 
Diſeaſes are cured with other Evacuations, and yet the R 
medies that are uſed do no more immediately conduce to the 
Cure of thoſe Diſeaſes which are cured by thoſe Fuacuations, 
for the procuring tvhich, ſuch Remedies are very properly 
deſign'd, than a Lancet for a Pleuriſy; which, I ſuppoſe, no 
one will call a Specifick in this Diſeaſ: I de 
Therefore Specifick Medicines, if they are reſtrain d in 
this our Senſe of them, do not fall to every Man's bare; and 
yet I do not at all doubt, but out of that abundant arg 
with which Nature overflows, by the appointment. of th 
excellent Maker of all things, Care is taken for the Preſen 
vation of all, by the Cure of thoſe great Diſeaſes which afiits 
Men, and that near at hand in every Country. And indeed 
it is to be lamented, that the Nature of Plants is no better 


known to us, which ſeem to me the chiefeſt of the Materia 


Medica, and to be the likelieſt to afford ſuch-Remedies as 
ave have now diſcourſed of : For parts of Animals may ſeem 
to agree too much with the Human Body, and Min 

differ too much; upon which account, I confeſt, the Minerals 
anſwer Indications more powerfully than either things takets 
rom Plants or Animals, but not ſpecifically in the ſenſe and 
manner we have mention d. I have ſpent much time in tba 
fearch after theſe things, but have not ſucceeded ſo well, as WM 
that I may prudently publiſh the Reſult. 4. 
But tho Plants pleaſe me beſt, yet I would by no means 
condemn thoſe excellent Medicines taken from another Tribe, 
which have been found by the Induſtry and Labour of Men, 
of this or any other Age, to anſwer Intentions well.

Fevers, ariſe from the ſecret Conſtitution of 
ears) that thoſe labour in vain, who deduce the Reaſons of = 
ivers Fevers from a morbifick Cauſe reſerv'd in the Body: 4 
or it is evident, that if any Perſon who is very well, tra- - + 
els to ſame Parts of this Kingdom, he will be ſeiz'd with 
ne Fever that rages there in a few Days; and yet it is ſcarce 
edible that any manifeſt Change ſhould: be 1mprinted by 
e Air upon the Humours of this Man in ſo ſhort a time. 
or is it leſs difficult to accommodate general Rules, and to f 
x ſome certain Bounds, which we may not paſs in the Cure | 
theſe Fevers. Therefore in ſo great Uncertainty, I think 1 
beſt to pauſe a while, when any new Fever ariſes; eſpe- 
ally, to proceed gently, and with deliberation, to great. 
emedies, and in the mean while to obſerve diligently the 
enius of it, and likewiſe thoſe things that do either good 
harm, that we may avoid the one and chooſe the other. 
In a word, as it is very hard to reduce all the Species of

us) invade by chance, but alſo for one Year, or one cer

i. grounded upon the Speculations of. thoſe Alteration 
which may ariſe in Human Blood and its Humours : fo 
when we & not follow Nature, the beſt Guide, but alloy 
our ſelves to gueſs, there will be ſo many Species of Di 
eaſes as we can repeat; and in the mean while we take' thi 
Licence, which no Man will grant to à Botaniſt, fron 
hom we require the Teftimony of the Senſes for dl 
Relation of Plants, not a ſpeculative Diſcourſe, tho 4 
may be excellent in this Particular, and exceed others. 
I do not aflume ſo much to my ſelſ, as that I would b 


thought to have accompliſh'd what I now treat of; 
haps I have not ſo much as repeated all the Families 
pidemicks: Nor can I ſay that theſe Diſeaſes, which ini

This is all I have to ſay of theſe two Diſeaſes, and 1 
think I ſhall ſcarce treat of any other; but as to thoſe 1 
have already publiſh'd, if any one ſhould vouchſaſe to 
read them but once, I am very ſorry that I ſhould occafion 
his loſs of time: But if he will — them often, and pon- 
der them well, I do not at all gm bur he will receive 
1], in ſome ſort, anſwer the 
Defires and great Labour which I have beſtow d on the 
making and compoſing theſe Obſervations; for a Man can 
only know with what Sincerity they have been deliver'd, by 
being converſant in the Practice of them, and by being a6 
diligent and curious a Searcher for Obſervations as I was 
before him. And if in thoſe few things I have written, 
have wholly follow'd Nature, not pinning my Faith _ 
the Opinion of any Man, how great ſoever he is, bam jure 
all wiſe Men will pardon me, who cannot be ignorant that 
there are two forts of Men, who equally obſtruct the In- 
| provement of the Art of Phyfick : The firſt are thoſe, who 
adding nothing for the increaſe of the Art which they 
. felfs, Teſpile others who ever ſo little improve it; t 
hide their Defe& and Sloth, under the pretext of \Rere 
rence to Antiquity, from whence —— they muſt no 
recede a Nail's breadth. But why ſhould we confeſs, chat 
all other Arts, which are not of fo t Tape | 
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Men, ſhould be ſo much improv'd, without any prejudice 
to the Antients; and Phyfick alone ſhould be reckon'd al- 
together perfect? Could not the Inventors of the more cer- 
tain Art of Sailing, which now prevails, try the uſe of the 
Compaſs, which ſucceeds ſo well; but they. muſt, forſooth, 
contemn the firſt, that were ſo unskilful, that they could 
| not direct their Courſe any other way, than by the View of 
the Stars, and the Windings of the Shore? Or muſt the 
more accurate and perfect Art of making and governing 
Ships in fight, whereby now) a- days the Weſtern Inhabi⸗- 
rants of Europe excel all others, defame thoſe Ship- 
wrights, who. made the Navies that fought heretofore at 
Actium; or Auguſtus, or Mark Anthony, who were ſuch 
| great Generals and Admirals? Beſides, there are moſt in- 
a numerable Examples of things found out, which far excel 
. the Inventions of the Antients, the Contrivers'whereof ate 
| no more to be ſuppos d injurious to the Memory of the 
Antients, than that Son is to his Fathers Fame, who in- 
creaſes the Eſtate leſt him by his Care and Induſtry. 
There is alſo another ſort of Men, who, out of levity of 
Mind, affe . the Title of Wits, troubleſomely intrude 
Speculations, that no way advance the Cure of Diſeaſes ; 
not ſo properly e way to Phyſicians, as making 
them tray. from it. by their Ignis Fatuus. Nature has be- 
ſtow'd fo much Wit on theſe People, as enables them to 
trifle learnedly with it: But ſhe has fail'd them in the pru1 
dential Part, whereby they ſhould. know, that they can un- 
derſtand nathing no other way than by Experience, which 
unveils Nature ; for the abject Condition of the human Na- 
ture, being unable to riſe to an intuitive Science, "is reſtrain- 
ed to the narrow Bounds of Knowledge, which it receives 
from the five Senſes; yet notwithſtanding; a Man may be- 
come as prudent, as the humane Lot will allow. Bet a 
Philoſopher, according to the N of the Name, 
no mortal Man can ever be; but all the Philoſophy ef a 
Phyfician conſiſts wholly in ſearching the, Hiſtory - of -Diſea- 
ſes, and for Remedys, which are found by Experience to bo 
able to cure them; obſerving, as I: ſaid in another place, | 
the Method of Cute, which tight Reaſon (founded upon + W 
the common and natural way of thinking, and not the Com- 
mentaties of Speculations) dictates to him. 
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BY the Reader's leave, I will add one thing of no ſmall 
Moment, in finding out and curing Fevers; which, iſ l 
had not forgot, ſhould ha ve been ment iond in a mote pro- 
per Place. I have obſerved, that every Year from the begin- 
ning of Winter to the height of Spring, a certain Fever in- 
vades; which, both as to the 8ymptoms and Cure, plainly 
differs from the Stationany, or Epidemick Fever of the gene- 
ral Conſtitution, which then prevails, and therefore to be 
reckon'd amongſt thoſe Fe vers, which I call Inter- currents, It 
ſeems to riſe from the Frigidity of the Air, and the thickneſs 
and moiſture of it; for by this means, the Potes of 2 
are ſhut, and the Blood, by reaſon of Tranſpitation hinder- 
ed, is burden d with a Heap of ſerous Matter; which zt 
length becoming offenfive, and putrefying by its long conti- 
nuance, eaſily kindles a Fever upon taking Cold, , or upon 
ſome ſlight Occafion ; and if the Matter cauſing the Diſeaſe 
be very much, that Fever ariſes, which 1 deſcrib'd undet the 
Title of a Baſtard Per ipneumonia, Chap. 4th, Set. 6th, of 
my Book of acute Diſeaſes : But if the Humour does not 
ſo much abound, it only produces thoſe Symptoms, which 
I am now about to deſcribe. The Sick for a Day or two, 
after the beginning of the Fever, is ſometimes hot, ſome- 
times cold; he complains of a Pain in his Head and Limbs, 
and of Reſtleſſneſs over his whole Body; his Tongue is 
white, and his Pulſe not much unlike the Pulſe of a well 
- Perſon; his Urine is thick, and very red, his Blood is like 
that of Pleuriticks ; there is moſt commonly a Cough, but 


of the Head in Coughing, as if it were cleft, does not ac- 
company this Cough, as they are wont in a Baſtard Peri- 

zinc umonia. And, moreover, this Fever is not accompanied 
with the more remarkable Signs of a Peripnenimonia, tho it 
differ from it only in — call this the Miuter-Fover. 
This Diſeaſe, tho at its firſt coming it has only the 
Symptoms that ariſe from taking Cold, yet if ät be il 
managed, it draws after it a long Chain, of great Ill, 
which at length kill; for when the Sick is confin d to. bis 
Bed, and has been puniſſi'd with I know not What cor- 
dial things to provoke Sweat, and carry off the Fever, 
(but it's ſeldom done) a Delirium, Lethargy, a languid an! 
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inordinate Pulſe, dry Tongue, red Spots, and i | 
looking almoſt livid, too often eee this Fever. This 
and ſuch like Symptoms, altho ſome impute them to Ma- 
lignity, as they love to term it, yet they are. really to be 

aſcribed to ill Management; for. this Fever of its own Na- 
ture having too much of an Inflammation, the Blood is yet 
more fired by Cordials, and. keeping continually a Bed, fo 
that the 8 kits are driven into Confuſion, and jnardinate 
Motions, Fa. the mori Matter being caſt, 50. the Brain, 
all things go to wreck. 

In curing this Fever, I propoſe this Method, vie to cauſe 
a Revulfion of the ſtock of Flegm abounding, that was
